Andrew Jackson hnd an ‘overwhelming ma-
Jorliy of the popular vote, and (Bat as
ngninst N6 olettornl votes for Ol Hieks
ory” Henry Clay could muster but foriy-
nine. The seven voies of Vermoni went 1o
Willlam Wirt, the antl-Masonle candidale,
and the eleven yotes of Bauth Carolina,
where the electors were cliasen by th» leg-
isiature undsr the domination of Calhoun,
were cast for John Floyd.

Dallaving limeself commisatond by the
will of the propie to destroy the bank Jack-
pon lom: no iime In pariey. He resolved
not to awail the expiration of the charier
in JE38, but adopred the suggesien of Amaos
Kendall of Kentucky, a member of Lhe
“Kitchen oabinel'” to sever tho relations
of the government with the bank. ‘Th»
charter provided that the government
funds wera tp be deposited In the bank un-
lesn the secrenry of the treasury should
otherwise direot. This gave the adminis
trallon a power Which congress eould nal
abridge sxeept by murtsring the two-thirds
majority necersary defeatl the prenls
dent's veto,

Having deelded upon the removal of the
deposits, Juokson met with determined op-
position In his own official family. Louls
MeLane, pecretary of the treasury, re-
fused 1o agree with the president in his
belief that the government deposits were
not safe in the bank. He resigned under
prossure and was snctecded by William
d. Dusne of Pennnylvania, who was kuown
as an opponent of the bank. But Duane
proved to be very lodependent, and he
would not order the. removal of the de-

(8]

posits, nor woull he reslgn when re-
quesied to do so. Jackson was not the
man to brook such opposition, so he

summarily removed Duane from office and
appointed Roger B. Taney, then attorney-
general, to be secretary of Lhe Lreasury,
Taney issued the order removing the de-
poslts. That Is, the funds were with-
drawn from the bank in the regular busi-
ness of disburséments and no new de-
posits were made, This herole actlon, the
audacity of which had never been dreamed
of by the ppposition, put the whole coun-
try into a turmoil and inmugurated the
bank war which was to dontinue for years,

The publle moneys were then deposited
In state bunks, selected by the adminletra-
tion, which came to be known as ‘'Pet
Banke Jackson began his agitatlon for
the extinetion of the debt and the distribu-
tion. of the public funds (o the several
states. The [inances of the cOuntry were
plunged into & chaotlc condition. But in
the stress of this storm, Amos Kendsll, of
the "kitchen cabinet” |later postmaster-
general, devised the Independent treasury
bill, which was passed, and which organ-
ized the treasury department on a basis
Independent of all banks. The tréasury
today Is conducted practically upon the
Kendall plan, the bést that can be de-
Vised M the Wbsence“of’ & central national
bank.

On March 25 1853 Henry Clay, offered
in the senute o resolution of censure con-
demning the ?climl |of the president In
removing deposits. The resolution was bit-
terly o by Thomuas H. Benton, but
It was by & vote of 2 to 2. Jnck-
son sent & message of protest, requesting
that it be be entered In the journal of the
senate, ZRTIM request was refused by a
vole of M.t I8

Benton &t once geve notice of his Inten-
tion to offer a resolution lo expunge the
resolution of censure from the journal,
and he deciared that he would fight for
that resoiution untll he was successful
Heo kept hils promise and for three years
led the bittereat fight In the history of the

Henators ¢ame to the
capitol armed, In anticlpation of violence
Washington was practically dlvided Inte
two armed camps, biank men and Jaokadn
man

But the winning slogquence of (May, the
ley logle of Calhoun and the profound
reasoning of Webster wers not egqual to Lhe
popularity of Jackson marshalled under
the sdmirablo capiainey of Bentor. On
Janumry W, KT, the resolution o ex-
punge was adopted by a vole of twenty-
four to nincteen., The pecretary of the
senate produced the journal, and ln the
open senate n the presence of the demo-
crats, nearly all the whigs had left the
chamber, He drew a series of broad, black
lines around the resolution of oensurs,
And wrote across ite face the words: “Ex-
punged by order of the zenale this, the
15th day of January, 1I8W."" That page Is
one of the most Interesting things to be
setn In the capitol today, and the slip on
which the roll call was noted by the
clerks Is on exhibitlon In & glass case at
the library of congress,

This was complete vindieatlon of Jack-
ron by congress for his actlon In defying
the will of congress, but it did not end the
bank war, Vim Buren falled of re-eleotion,
balng defeated Ly the whig hero, General
Hnrrison, whom he had defeated four
years enrjler. Clay conmldered himself ths
leader of the whig party, lhowever, hold-
ing to the old notlon that congress was
supreme. Harrison, unfortunatsly for the
whig plans, lived but a month and was
suceeeded by John Tyier, whom the whigs
had nominated for vice president In the
hope of conclliating the old “nullifier*
eleruent. Clay mude the mistake of Ignor-
Ing Tyler, and set himuelf up to lead and
rule the party and to dictate to the presi-
dent, Tyler was Incensed with Clay, and
he listened to promises of re-election from
men who surtrounded ham. Congress passed
& blll to charter o bank and another re-
pealing tha Indspendent treasury sot, Tyler
signed the lreasury repeal bill nod vetoed
the bank churter. He polnted oul his ob-
Jections earefully In hile veto message. The
whig cungreas, led by the enraged Ry,
passed snother b, meeting Tyler's ob-
Jectlone. But Tylwr vetoed It also.

The Influence of Andrew Jackson was
strong n Washington then, and that (n-
fluence supported & president who waa
openly despised by the loader of the whigs.
Tylar vetoed the bank bill to be revengad
on Clay. Thus, for the second time, Clay
hnd dellvered & body blow to the national
bank by overestimating his own powers
and underéatimatigy Lhose of his c¢hief
enemy.

In the tragie record of the defeatl of
Clay's ambitions it s & remarkable fact
that It waa Clay's spesch ngainst the
charter of the first bank of die United
Htates, dellvered In 1511, which eaused
Juckson to questlon Lhe copstitutionality
of the bank in his first message Lo con-
gresn That Clay was right In the main
features of hls econtentlon for the neeessity
of the bank s now generally admitted,
But he was most unfortunate In the econ-
duet of hizs crmpnign for his cnuse.
